HPHE interest of Yellowstone 
National Park lies not alone iii 
its spectacular g e o lo g ic w o n d e r s nor in the 
great n u m b e r s of tame w ild animals, but 
also in its record as the s c e n e of many 
stirring in cid e n ts of frontier days. 
Scattered through the Park are the battlefields 
on which Chief Joseph and his band of hostile Nez 
Perce Indians stood at bay and fought the forces of 
General O. O. Howard, who pursued him 1500 
weary miles from Central Oregon, through Yellow­ 
stone and north nearly to the Canadian line, where 
General Nelson A. Miles stopped the Indians 
and captured them. 
This last stand of the red man against encroaching civ­ 
ilization has left an indelible trace upon our greatest 
rational park. 
Many of the roads now used were marked 
first by the ponies of Joseph and widened f<,r the wagons 
of the white troops—a day’s march behind.
